The Tarif Bill Drags Weariiy Aioug—Major Bu rke 
Befe e the Appropriation Committee—Tare 
Barkruptey Hill—Yesterday’s Procsed- 
ings of Both Houses, Etc.; Ete.

Wasuinoeton, April 22.—The tariff debate 
dregs slowly along. Many members who are 
on the speaker's list will content themselves 
with printing. With this relief and night 
sessions the end of the general debate is 
hoped for by the last of next week. Some 
criticism having been made on Carlisle’s 
intention to speak in support of the 
bill, his friends have found’ precedents 
for such action. Robert Winthrop, Galusha 
Grow, Blaine, Kerr and Randall all addressed 
the committee of the whole while holding 
the speakership. 

Director General Burke went before the ap- 
propriation committee to-day. He made a 
statementof the object and scope of the New 
Orleans exposition, which attracted the close 
attention of the committee. Since Major 
Burke’s arrival be has received assurances 
from leading members of both houses and 


both parties that they will support the pend- 
ing bil to give the government's indorszement 
on a million dollars to the exposition. 

Mr Collins, of Massachusetts, has charge of 
the bankruptcy bill in the house, and is fee}- 
ing around to see when he can get it up. 
Strong opposition is expressed by southern 
and western members. It is not believed any 
day for considering can be set short of De- 
cem ber. 


IN THE SENATE. 


Mr, Linir’s Propesed Jnvettigatieoa— The Kusiness of 
the Ex cative Session. 

WasHinoton, April 22 —In the senate, Mr. 
Blair from the committee on education and 
labor, reported favorably on the bill to create 
& Commission to inquire intoand report upon 
the material, industrial and mechanical wel- 
fare of the laboring people. 

The senate went into executive session to- 
day, having under consideration, the recom~ 
mendation of the president, relative to Col- 
lector Wicker, of Key West, asking that he 
be removed. The issues were both of fact 
and of methods. It was maintained by 
Wicker’s friends that he had done nothing to 
warrant removal, while the others contended 
that bis actsof open sympathy with the Cu- 
ban insurgents were ampie grounds for dis- 
missal. It wasgsaid also, that the president 
had full powertoact ashe saw fit in the 
matter, and that the interference of the sen- 
ate wasunprecedented and uncalled for. To 
meet this objec:ion, an amendment was pro- 
posed to the commerce committee,and a’report 
declaring that the action of the senste 
should not be construed as an expression of 
opinion in regard to the constitutional power 
of the “arpa to remove at will. There- 
upon the senate adopted the report advising 
the dismissal of Wicker. 

After the executive session the senate dis- 
ensed with the regular order, and took up 
ills under the five minute rule. Under this 

rule bills were passed authorizing a bridge 
across the Cumberland river at Nashville, 
and several bills affecting local and special 
interests in the west and north. 

AN INJUNCTION REMOVED 

The injunction of secrecy was removed to 
day from the resolution adopted by the 
senate in executive session April 10th, author- 
izing the recognition of the African interna- 
tional associaiion, which is now opening up 
to commence the valley of the Congo, 

PRESIDENTIAL APPOINTMENTS. 

The president nominated Lewis T. Self 
as postinaster at Greenville, Tenn. 

The president bas designated C, E Coon, 
assistant secre'ary of the treasury, to act as 
secretary at all times during the absence of 
Secretary Folger and Assistant Secretary 
French. The resignation of John C. New as 
assistant secretary, which was tendered be- 
fore the Ist of February, to take effect April, 
i884, or when his successor should be ap- 
pointed, was accepted by the president to 
take effect April 16.h, the date of Coon’s ap- 
pointment 

THE NEUTRALITY LAWS TO BE ENFORCED. 

The secretary of the treasury and the attor- 
ney general have issued orders to their agents 
in the cities bordering on the Guif of Mexico 
for a strict enforcement of the neutrality 
laws. Agents are instructed to keep a sharp 
lookout for Caban insurgents and to inter- 
cept any filibustering expedition bound for 
Cuba. The revenue steamers Forward and 
Seaward are cruising in the gulf on patrol 
duty.

Another Day on the Tariff Bili—Mr. Horbert Grews 
Kathuslastic on Cariisie. 

Wasuineton, April 22 —At eleven o'clock 

the house went into committee of the 
whole on the tariff bill, Mr. Cox, of New 
York, in the chair. The principal speakers 
upon the bill were Mr. Wellborn, of Texas, 
favoring, and Mr. McKinley, of Otio, oppos- 
ing the bill; but a good many questions and 
brief remarks were interjected by other 
members. Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, made 
an elaborate argument in favor of the bill, 
and in answer to what he termed the sophis- 
tries of the gentleman who had preceded 
him, he cited asan example of the style of 
argument to which the protectionists resort- 
ed, the action of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley in prod ucing the adver 
tisement of the ‘Carlisle Sharps,” 
and sarcastically referred to to that advertise- 
ment as the reason for maintaining a higher 
duty on the cheap class of crockery consum- 
ed by the people of this country. If Carlisle 
should be instrumental in bringing down an 
iniquitous tariff he wou'd deserve to live in 
bronze and marble and would receive a vote 
of thanks from the people for his efforts in 
their behalf. He proceeded to expaiate on 
the necessj y of securing the foreign market 
for the productions of the tarmer and con- 
tended that that object would only be ob- 
tained by the relinquishing of the present 
high tariff duties At the conclusion of Mr. 
Herbert's speech the committee rose.

RANDALL’S:‘TARIFF BILL, 


Which He and Bis Friends Offered to Mr. Merri- 
seu— Defeat of the Pendiag Measure Probabie. 
Special to The Constitution, 

_Wasuinoton, April 22.—In the present at- 
titude of the democratic party toward tariff 
legislation, there is ample room for conjecture 
as to the fate of the bill’ now pending to 
amend the list of duties. If the opponents of 
the Morrison bi!l have the strength commonly 
conceded to them they can throtile the 
measure at any stage of i's progress. Still 
there is every reason to believe that the dis- 
cussion will be as fall as the blindest advocate 
of attempted tariff reform can desire, 
Mr. Randall is the central figure 
in the opposition to the pending 
bill. Yet no man in the house is more thor- 
oughly committed to the reduction of duties 
than he is. He does not approve of the pres- 
ent effort for prudential reasons because he 
realizes the attitude of the senate and the 
executive branch of the government. Mr. 
Randall believes that the country is suffering 
from administrative abuses more than from 
apy excess of taxation. From this evil the 
only relief can come through the success of 
the democratic party in two or three 
States where the Morrison bill has 
made success extremely doubtful. No rea: 
son exists for believing that the Randall 
democrats are goitg to offer eny captious 
opposition to the bill. The thirty-nine of 
them who voted against its consideration are 
going to vote against its passage, and will be 
reinforced by from five to ten der ocrats, 
while the republican opposition to the bill 
will be similarly stréngthened. The best 
chance yet had fof a compromise of the dif- 
ferences in the party on tariff legislation was 
offered in the action of the Pennsylvania 
democrats a few days ago. They 
propose tosupport a bill reducing revenue, 
but they ask that the firet cut be made in the 
odious and unconstitutional war taxation. 
They offered their support to. Mr. Morrison if 
he would abolish all internal taxes except 
that on spirits, which shouid bereduced, the 
free list to be largely increased by the exon- 
eration of raw materials, and several items 
of common consumption to be lowered. 
Such a bill would reduce revenue beyond all 
question. Woetherthe Morrison bill will 
pass or not has been doubted by Mr. 
Abram 8. Hewitt, one of its staunchest sup- 
porters If the Morrison bill fails it may be 
that Mr. Randall will offer such a measure as 
he bas proposed, but the chances are that he 
will not doso. Thesession will be well worn 
and a majority of the party will not be in a 
mood favorable to any legislation that will 
supersede their pet scheme. The Kentucky 
Statesmen have sulked since the whisky bill 
was beaten. Morrison was one of the 
Staunchest advocates of that queer 
measure and does not conceal his regret ut its 
defeat. The loss of his tariff scheme would 
array him against any other measureon the 
line of reduction. He hassaid as much in 
answer to the proffers of a compromise, 
having openly declared that he will ‘‘stand 
or fall’ by his bill. I have asked Mr. Randall 
several times what he means to do in the 
next few weeks, but he declines to express 
himself in a formal interview for the public. 
I am convinced that he will not make a 
speech against the pending bill, that he will 
not again offer his conception of what sort of 
a bill would aftord most relief, but that wen 
the Morrison bill is defeated he will stand 
ready to push through the appropriation bills 
and finish a long and in many respects un- 
profitable session of congress. 


A VVHOLSESALE WHITEWASH. 


The Government Offeere Excused for Their Part in 
the Pacific Bank Faliare. 


Wasurneton, April 22.—The house com- 
mittee on banking and currency to-day 
agreed upon the following resolutions as a 
report of the committee on the recent inves- 
tigations of the charges egainst the move~ 
ment of officials arising out of the failure of 
the Pacific national bank of Boston. 

‘‘Resolved, That from an examination of 
the allegations and offers of proof made by 
the memorialists, and documentary evidence 
and admissions already before the commit 
tee,- it is the epinion of the 
committee that a further inves- 
tigation of the facts is not necessary 
in order to pass upon the charges made 
against the government officers. That there 
is no proof or offer of proof sufficient to jus- 
tify the committee in intimating a charge of 
conspiracy betweenthe government officers 
and other parties of that increase of capital 
stock of said bank to $961,300, involves a 
question of law now before a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, and is not a matter prop- 
erly calling for the judgment of this com-~ 
mittee. That while in the light of the facts 
apparent since the failure of the bank, the 
comptroller’s exercise of his 
lawful discretion, in some 
instances may be open to criticism, and the 
wisdom of his course may be questioned- 
There is nothing to show that he was actu’ 
ated by any improper motives, or was guilty 
of any intentional violation of the law. That 
the charge of incompetency made against 
Examiner Needham is not sustained except 
in so far as he yielded his own judgment too 
much to the influences surrounding him. 
and to the apparent business sentiment of 
Boston in favor of keeping this bank from 
going into the hands of a receiver, and to the 
hopes, opinionsand statements of the directors 
and others interested in the rehabilitation of 
the bank. That the sub-committee be di- 
rected to prepare a report embodying these 
views, and to formulate such amendments to 
the national banking act as will tend to 
prevent the practice by which the insolvency 
of the Paciftc bark was brought about, and 
to limit and define the discretion of the 
comptroller, and, if possible, make the ex- 
aminations directed by law more reliable and 
trustworthy.

Wasuineton, April 22—The following re- 
publican election straws blew in to-night: 
The ninth congressional district of Massachu 
setts elected delegates to Chicago, who were 
announced as favoring Edmunds. The sev 
enth Massachusetts district delegates favor 
Edmunds. A motion commending Arthur 
was adopted. Tite eleventh Massachusetts 
district delegates'were uninstructed, but hold- 
ing preferences for Edmunds. The first 
Penxsylvania district gave no instructions, 
and no preferences were expressed. The 
Annapolis, Md., convention passed resolu- 
tions indorsing Blaine and Lin- 
coln. In’ Cecil comnty, Md., Blaine 
delegates were selected and Blaine resolutions 
passed, Washington county, Maryland, in- 
structs for Blaine. Garret county, Maryland, 
did likewise. The fifth Massachusetts dis 


trict republicans gave no instructions, but 
Edm unds is the first choice, Therepublicao 
convention held in Somerset, Talbot and 
Wycomico counties, Maryland, instructed 
for Blaine. 

A CLOSE RACE IN MISSIS&IPPI, 

The republican district conventions met 
this morning. The Hill faction controlred 
them. Thirteen delegates favor Arthur Mrst, 
and four Logan forthe second choice. For 
congressmen the first district nominated 
Green C Chandler, and the fifth district Jobn 
R Smith, of Laudendale. The delegates fer 
the state at larze are as follows: B K Bruce, 
James Hill, RF Beck and Dr JM Bynum. 
Tbe first two are colored. These delegates 
are uninstructed but favorable to Arthur. It 
is now stated that the district delegates stand, 
Arthur 11, Blaine 10, Greshano 1. 


THE LOU'!ISIANA ELECTION. 


An Exeiting State of Affairs in New Oricans—A Mud- 
died Vote All Over the State, 

Naw Orvgans, April 22.—This evening's 
Picayune says, at the opening of the polls 
Tuesday morning the comunissioners ef elec« 
tion and the deputy sheriff, representing the 
ring, with unanimity, showing thatthey had 
received severe instructions on the subject, 
either forcibly ej*cted or refused admittance 
to the inspectors of the mayor, and ejected 
certain commissioners appointed by the 
register of voters in many of the 
precincts. Besides the regular dem 
ocratic and republican state tickets, 
there are three municipal tickets: The reg- 
ular ring democrats, headed by J V Guillotte, 
for mayor; the independent demucrats, with 
D B Penn formayor, and the eitizens and 
parish democrats, with W. J. Bason for 
mayor. Thetwo last named parties were 
organized ostensibly in opposition to ring 
rule. Eight amendments to the constitution 
were also voted upon. The first relates tnat 
interest on the consolidated bonds of the 
state are uow fixe: at 2 percent for five years 
from January lst, 1880; then at 3 percent for 
fifteen years, and at 4 per cent thereafter. The 
amendment fixes the interest at 4 per cent 
from January Ilst,1885. It is elieved 
that a majority’ of the tickeis 
voted in the city today were scratched, mec» 
ess rily delaying the count. It it understoou 
that the republicans voted the citizens parish 
and municipal ticket, and that the parish 
democrats in turn supported Stevers, con- 
servative republican, for gov- 
ernor, McEnery, being scratched. It was 
reported today from all quarters of the city, 
that the regular democrats claimed the elec- 
tion of the entire parochial and municipal 
ticket, with the possible exception of crimi- 
nal sheriff. For this office Delaney, citizens 
and parish democratic eandidate, is reported 
as running ahead of his ticket. 

THE ALL-ABSORBING TOPIC. 

The exclusion of the inspectors appointed 
by the mayor, and of the commissioners ap- 
pointed by Cavanac, supervisor of registration, 
on beha'f of the citizens and parish democra- 
cy, from the polling rooms, is the all-absorb- 
ing subject of conversation to-night. When 
this fact was first made known this morning, 
Lionel C Levy, chairman of the commission, 
adressed a communication to the state regis- 
trator, Cavanac, saying: *'I have the honor to 
invite your attention to the fact that the 
commissioners appointed by yuu, one at each 
poll, on behalf of the citizens and parish 
democracy of this city, have in wanton vio 
lation of the laws,‘in prejudice of the rights 
of thousands of voters, been debarred or vio- 
lently evicted from the polls to which they 
were severally assigned. The matter is of 
such grave moment, and so deliberately in 
the interest of fraud pon our people, and 
involves such serious infractions of the pro- 
visions of the law pertaining 
to elections, that am 
constrained to eall upon you immediately to 
exercise such powers as are lodged in your 
hands, and to acquaint me with your purpose 
on the premises, and what assistance, if any, 
is desired by you, which this commission cap 
contribute in the interest of an honest vote 
and an honest count. Wou'd it perhaps be 
well for you as a state officer, if you consider 
yourself without power to afford a 
remedy, to call upon the gov- 
ernor of the state to maintain 
you in the exercise of your authority’’ Mr. 
Cavanac, in reply, stated that he had no 
authority in the premises; that his duties 
ended with the registration of the voters, the 
appointment of the commissioners and 
clerks of election, and the delivering of the 
list of voters to the sheriff or proper return- 
ing oflicers. Hetherefore declined to take 
any actien in the premises. 

HOW THE STATE WENT, 

In Bayou Sara, a large vote was cast, Ste. 
venson running ahead, In Opelousas the result 
is uncertain, a majority beiug claimed by both 
democrats and independevts. In Monroe 
the democratic ticket had no opposition, In 
Baton Rouge McEnery loses feavily. In 
Lake Charies McEnery had 400 majority. 
The debt amendment was defeated. In St 
Martensville the democratic ticket was 
elected. The returns from all paris of the 
state are meagre, andthere is not sufficient 
data upon which to base an opinion at hand. 


PLEADING FOR HER RACE. 


The Princess Winnemucc« Befere the Senate Com- 
mittee on Inkian A faire. 

Wasuinetos, April 22.—The Princess 
Sarah Winnemucca, of the Piute tribe of 
Indians, was before the senate committee on 
Indian affairs to-day, pleading for a setting 
apart of a reservation for het 
tribe. She was accompanied by a 
delegation of Jadies and gentlemen 
from Baltimore. The Indian woman spoke 
in fgood English, emphasizing her remarks 
with graceful gestures. Asshe depicted the 
griefs of her people, she was frequently 
moved te tears.

| Swain TO BE COURTMARTIALED. 


The Seeretary of Vier Wallis for the Trial of the 
Judge Advoeats General: 
WasHincton, April 22.—Secretary Lincoln 
today addressed a letter to the president in 
which he recites that on the 16th inst. A. E. 
Bateman, of this city, a member of the firm 
of Bateman & Co., bankers, addressed to him 
a letter in which he alleged that General 
D. G. 8waim, judge advocate general of the 
army, had committed fraud upen said firm, 
the nature of which hedescribed. Bateman’s 
letter, as telegraphed abroad en the day of its 
date, is embodied in the  secretary’s 
who then proceeds to 
On the next day, and before 
any action was taken on the communication 
of Bateman, another communication from 
bim was received in the following words: 
‘‘Bateman’s second.letter withdrawing his 
charges against Swaim is set forth, followed 
by Swaim’s indorsement on Bateman’s first 
letter, allof which has been telegraphed to 
the press.’’ Secretary Lincoln then writes 
in his letter to the president as follows: Bate- 
man thought it proper to give to 
the press a copy of his first letter 
on the day of its date and 
the grave charges made by him against the 
judge-advocate general were thus given wide 
publicity. His object was apparently to en- 
iorce @ pecuniary adjustment by means as 
offensive as possible, and his letter of the 
next day shows that, notwithstanding the 
bitterness of his attack a satisfactory settle 
ment was quickly made, one element of 
which was his formal withdrawal of his 
charges, with a statement which seems care- 
fully framed to avoid charging himself 
with having reckless'y made false and 
libellous charges in his previous letter. Bote» 
man’s business adventures ure not entitled, 
under any circumstances, to the p-otection 
of the war department, but the integrity and 
uprightness of an officer of thearmy who re- 
ports upon every court marffial proceeding 
which it is the duty of the secretary of war 
to submit to the president for his final action, 
is @ matter of the deepest concern to the rest 
and to every one of his military subordinates 
The law requires that ‘‘conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentlemau 
shall be followed by a_ sentence of 
dismissal from the wilitary service, and the 
president alone can mitigate the sentence. If 
their could be any distinction every consid- 
eration requres that, more than any other 
officer of tne army, the judge advocate gener- 
al should be free beyond que:tion from an 
imputation of such conducs. It isa matter of 
deep regret to me, therefore, that when the 
juige advocate general was given an op- 
portunity tocomment upon the charges in 
qaestion, he, in respect to the first charge, 
really was not able or did not see tit to 
make an explicit denial of its essential part 
or to give in detail such facts and circum- 
stances as would show the falsity of the 
charge. Instead of doing so, he has content- 
ed himseli with astatement which contains 
nothing to which Bateman’s allegations 
might not possibly be a truthful supplement. 
So in respect to the second charge, 
assisting to negotiate army pay 
vouchers with Bateman & O©»., which 
General Swaim knew to be frudulent and 
triplicates of cutstanding accounts. General 
Swaim’s response fails to notice that the 
charge, as made by Bateman, refers not mere- 
ly tothe negotiation of the army pay ac- 
counts, but to the negotiation of pay accounts 
alleged to have been known to General Swaim 
as fraudulent, and to that element of the 
charge no allusion is made in his response. 
[tis notcverlooked that the final clause of 
the response, asking for its publication, refers 
to the accusation as false, but his specific an- 
swers to them are evidently intended to 
be found in what has gone 
before. If there is no proof to sustain the 
charges made, or if the circumstances can be 
explained so as to remove every impression 
of improper conduct on the part of the officer 
in qgugstion, [ am of the opinion that the 
welfare of the mivitary service requires that 
proper steps should be taken for his vindi- 
cation. it is not a personal but an official 
and public matter. He has not 
in my view, recognized this necessity, and 
as he has not done so I am compelled to 
recommend to you the apppointment ofa 
committee of inquiry to examine into the 
accu-ations above mwentioned, and to report 
the facts developed by their invyestigafion 
and give their opinion thereon.’’ 
Upon the receipt of this letter the presi- 
dent issued an order appointing a committee 
of€nquiry. Tne following is the detail for 
the committee: Masjor General John Pope, 
brigadier general; Christopher C. Augur, 
brigadier general; Delos B Sockett, inspector 
general; Robert N. Scott, third artillery, will 
act aS judge, advocateand recorder. The 
court will meet in Washington, D. C., 
Monday, 5th day of May, 1884.

others quite free. Thecolor often obtained 
by washing, bearsa strong resemblance tothe 
dry ‘‘placers’’ of New Mexico. Most of the 
goldisin combination, but the combination 
is not universally chemical. The best opin- 
ion now is that the placers will prove of only 
secondary importance compared with the 
lodes sure to be developed. The district is 
very large. The rock is volcanicand charged 
with mineral. The district is certainly one 
of great possibilities.

ENGLAND'S EARTHQUAKE 


BNGLAND VISITED BY AN EARTH- 
QUAKB, 


Wild Scenes ta the S.reets of Colehester—The Towns 
Throughout Essex Disturbed—Portiors of 
Londen Tareatened and I's Peopis 
Greatly Bxcited—Foretan Notes, 


Lonponx, April 22.—At 9:30 o'clock this 
morning an earthquake shock of considerable 
force was felt in eastern counties of England. 
The localities in Essex and Suffolk were 
scenes of the greatest disturbance. At Ipe- 
wich, capital of Suffolk county, the shock 
was so severe that walls of houses were per- 
ceptibly shaken, plates were rattled and bells 
rung. People have been thrown into such 
state of consternation that business is for the 
time suspended. The shock was still more 
severe at Colchester, in Essex. The conc uss- 
ion lasted half minute. 

The first symptoms were deep and rumbling 
sounds, portentious and awe inspiring. This 
was speedily followed by the quaking and 
shaking ofall buildings. Church bells sounded 
as thongh swayed by unseen hands; tall 
chimney stacks of factories crashed in 
ruins to the earth and other lofty structures 
were destroyed. The spire of une of the 
largest churches in the city, 150 feet in height, 
fell with an awful crash to the ground. In 
one part of the city a fire was caused by the 
shock, It is.impossible to estimate the 
amount of damage, but it is known to be 
great. In private houses the greatest confu- 
sion prevailed. Tables were overturned, 
chairs swayed and nodded and then fell 
sprawling upon the floor. China and glass- 
ware in cupboards and sideboards rattled to- 
gether and were frequently spattered, while 
pictures and other ornaments upon the walls 
were loosened from their fastenings and fell 
to the floor. People were terror-stricken. 


Men, women and children rushed shrieking 
into the streets, where their agonized cries 
and pale faces made a most impressive scene, 
At Cheimsford, likewise in Essex, and only 
about thirty miles from London, the sbock 
was also severe, and people were filled with 
terror and disinay. At South End, a water- 
ing place, near the mouth of the Thames the 
earth trembled for miles around, and the 
windows of many dwellings were broken. 
Chimneys were dashed to the earth, and 
crockery and glassware were smashed, 
At Shoeburyness, & few miles 
beyond South End, the shock was distinctly 
felt. At Maldon, ten miles east of Chelms- 
ford, the town hall and private houses were 
swayed several times The wave passed 
south to north. London business houses 
were perceptibly rocked, so much so tbat 
employes were affected and rusbed into the 
streets. The duration of the shock at Ips- 
wick is estimated at three seconds. The 
earthquake has carried a general feeling of 
alorm apd insecurity throughout England. 
Later advices indicate clearly that Colches~ 
ter was the center of the most serious dis- 
turbances by the earthquake. It is impossi- 
ble as yet to determine the extent of the 
damages. In some streets trafiic bas been for- 
bidden for the present as the buildings have 
been so badly shattered they are considered 
dangerous to life and limb. The side walls 
of the house near Coichester were shaken out. 
In London there were numerous indications 
of the proximity of the earthquake. Tele- 
graph instruments were shaken,und the shock 
was distinctly felt in the Cheapside and Fleet 
street railway depot, and a large mansion 
were partially destroyed at Ipswich, 

TAE IRISH INVINCIBLES 
Dusxiin, April 22.—A numoer of rifle car- 
triJges have been found at Four courts. The 
officers of the court and the jurors bave re 
ceived threatening letters. A notice has been 
found in Phcenoix park, near the spot where 
Lord Frederick Cavendish and Uader Secre- 
tary Burke were assassinated, d-claring that 
the Invincibles are impregnable. The no 
tices were on mourning paper, to which rifle 
cartridges were attached, tied with green 
ribbons. They were distributed along the 
road from Beggars bush to Phenoix park. 
Some were found on the quays, others in the 
letter boxes of the newspaper offices. The 
words, ‘‘we will buve revenge,’”’ were writien 
in red ink, In one corner was a black and 
white cross.

state for the bomefidepartment, delivered at 
Derby Jast Wednesday. in which he portend- 
ed the withdrawa! of Eogland from Egypt. 
This statement. the Gezette asserts, igs kind- 
ling hopes in France that the French repub- 
lic will be able ta seize the government of 
Egypt. ‘The British,’’ it says, ‘iurther irre- 
spective of party, are resolved to prevent 
Ezypt from falling into the hands of France. 
Any ministry which should sanction that 
could not command fifty votesin the house 
of commons’”’ The Gazette demands that 
the government shall at once declare 
that England will not retire from 
Egyp! for fifty years.

Lonpon, April 22.—The [limes says that 
Professor iMaspero, the distinguisbed Egyptol 
ogist, bas discovered at Ekmeen the ancient 
khomnis, the Panpoplis of the Greeks, bi- 
tween Agsassiont and Thebes, an immense 
necropolis, which dates from the Prolmaic 
period. Five catacombs have so far been 
opened, These yielded 120 mummies. e 
sites of 100 similar catacombs are still intict. 
It is believed that they contain as many as 
6.000 mummies. A large harvest of papyri, 
jewe's aud funeral treasures is expected.

Lonpvon, April 22 —Parliament reassembled 
to-day after the Easter recess. In the house 
of lords, Earl Granville, foreign secre of 
state, said that the government felt no fears 
for the personal safety of General: Gordon. 
Earl Granville said that General Gordon's in~ 
dignation at being abandoned would be un- 
derstood when it was known that of all the 
dispatches which the government had sent to 
General Gordon, only one short note had 
reached him. The position of General Gor- 
don was also a subject of inquiry 
ip the house of commons; Mr. 
Gladstone stated that the sovernment 
had received no request from Gordon for the 
dispatch of British forces to relieve Khar« 
toum. Gordon had simply suggested thata 
small eavalry force should de sent to Berber. 
He was unable to say whether Gordon had 
sent the telegram to Sir Evelyn Baring at 
Cairo. expressing indignation at being aban 
doned* by the English government, and an< 
sg a determination to act henceforth 
with perfect independence of those who have 
deserted him, as was stated this morning in 
the Cairo correspondence of the Standard.

George J Dodson, chancellor of the duchy 
of Lancaster, confirmed the report that fifreen 
head of cattle had been found at Wimpole 
in Cambridgeshire infected with the foot and 
mouth disease.

It having been reported to this body that some 
teachers occupy but a few hours each dey in teach- 
ing, yet receive compensation the s*me as others 
who are faithful and make full time; therefore, in 
oder to correct this, we recommend tbat the board 
of education preecribe the number of bours the 
teachers shail teach, and the commissioner be 1e- 
quired to visit eech echool in the coucty twice 
auring its term ard exercise a personal supervision 
over them as the law directs. We aleo recommend 
that the white school be restricted to an average 
atte. dance of thirty-five echolars, and the colored 
to twenty-five, unless they have aseis‘ants.

and the uuwary have reaped the greater bei efits, 
and many wives and children bles» from the depibs 
of their hearis the Causes (that gave us (neinesiima 
bie bevefits of the prohibiuion law. The law can~ 
not be too highly spoken of, and this body will 
gladiy welcome toe day when pot a drop of liquor 
can be bowght within the siate of Georgia.

His Macon friends were on hana 
with plenty of money, and made 
their champ hion the favorite. The 
Augusta and Athens boys, being short, telegraphed 
home for money, and later iu the evening. had 
plenty ofit.

TALMAGE’S SERMON. | 


A NATIONAL SHAM& HELD UP TO 
PUBLIC SCORN, 


@he Wiekedo:es acd Foily of Our Easy Divoree 
Laws Saewn Up by tve Great Brookiyn rreaca 
er-—Divere,s Vensideres From the Staac- 
poia.e of BR ligion aad Reason. 


Brooxiys, April 20.—Dr. Talmage preach- 
ed in the Brookiyn Tabernacle to-day on the 
subject, “easy divorce.”’ Befure the sermon 
he read and expounded the scriptural pas- 
gage in regard to the burial of Sara in the 
caye of Machpelah. Oneofthe bymns was 
sung to the tuneuf *‘Home, Sweet Home,” 
Dr. Taimage’s tex. was Matt, xix,6: ‘‘What 
therefore God hath jvimed together let no 
man put asunder,”’ 

Tbat there are in America to-day, said he, 
hundreds and thousands of infelicitous homes 
no one Willdoubt. If there were a skeleton 
in only one closet that might be locked up 
and abandoned, but in many a home there is 
a skeieton for every home. ‘Unhappily mar- 
ried’”’ are two words woich tell all the do 
mestic history. You need noorthodox min- 
ister to prove toa badiy mated pair that there 
is a heli; they arethere now. Thousands of 
good and gracious women are thus incarse- 
rated, and their lifeis a crucifixion, while 
many agvod man like John Wesley has mar- 
ried a vixen or a fiend, Oftener both 
partiesare to blame, and Thomas @arlyle is 
an irritable scold, while his wife smokes and 
swears and Proude the historian, is mean 
enough for the shekels he gets for the man- 
uscript to withdraw the curtain that hid the 
lifelong equabble at & Chayne Row and 
Craigen Puswock. Vor the reliefof all such 
hemes it is proposed to disband the domestic 
partenership. Make divorce easy. When 
husband and wife find thenaselves at discord, 
drop the tune and let there be a resortment 
of spirits. 

Now for certain cause« divorce is as right as 


marriage and I have as much regard for one 
lawfuliy diyorced as for one lawiully married. 
God authorizes one as certainly as he author~ 
izes the other. But wholesale divorce is one 
of the national sc urges. 

And it is no surprise to me when I see what 
have been the influences at work to dispamge 
that divine and giorious institution. We 
had foralong while lecivre platforms re- 
sounding with the talk of a free love milien- 
nium. Meetings in Academy ofMusic, Brook- 
lyn, and Cooper institute, New York, and 
Tremont temple, Boston, and all over the 
land! The stage occupied by women, some 
of whom have since been distinguished for 
their promiscuity of affection. Among their 
favorite themes were: "The Tyranny of Man.”’ 
“The oppression of the marriage relauon,”’ 
“Woman's Rights,” ‘Affiaity.”’ Tne chief 
spirits ofsuch meetings were women with 
xbort hair, short dress but long tongues ever- 
lastingly at war with Godandsociety because 
they were created women, while a few men 
with soft accent and cowed demeanor and 
apologetic for their masculinity, and sat here 
and uhbere on the,platfurm a heid the parasoisof 
the termagant orators as they went on preach- 
img the guspel o! freelove. Tnoat fanaucism, 
rampant for 20 yearson the platform, sent 
more deyils 10to domestic fiie than can be 
exorcised for the next half ceatury. Men and 
women went home fromsuch meet'ngs 80 
permanenwy coniused about their wives aad 
husbands tbat they never got over the per- 
plexity, and the civil and criminal couris 
were called in to help disentangle the trouble 
and this one paidanalimony andthe other 
got. a limited divorce and the father took the 
children on condition that the mother could 
see them once in a while, and some of the 
contestants went into the grave and some in- 
to the penitentiary and scme into pubiic dis- 
soluteness and ajl into wretcbedness. 

As another demoralizer of the marital re- 
lahon we have had peygamy in Uiah. It has 
been a stereotyped caricature of matrimony 
and is poisoning the whole nation, One arm 
ofa man put into a stateof mertification 
must gsicken the whole body and it is not pos 
sible to have these western territories polyga- 
mized and the national body not feel the 
putrefaction. Guvod men and women of 
America just look at the fact that the 
national congress in 1862, passed a law against 
polygamy in apy terrreory or other piaces 
where the Uesited States have exclusive juris- 
diction! Twen’y-two years have passed since 
thet law and five administrations with all 
the macbinery of government at their back, 
and the United S.atesarmy at their disposal 
ana vet they have not struck one brick out 
of that fortress of libertinism. Every new 
president in his inaugural address tickled the 
monster with tue straw of condemnation and 
eyery congress siuitifies itself with a plan 
that wili nut work. Polygamy in Utah to- 
dav more brasen, more entrenched, more 
puivsant, more bragzart and infernal than 
since 1t erected its first wickedness! James 
Bucbanan, the much misrepresented man of 
his day did more fur its extirpavion than all 
the subsequent administrations put together 
have dared to do. 

Anotber inflaence that has done much to 
demoralize the marital relation has been the 
pustulous Jiterature that fills the country, 
mi liens of sheets of it abroad every week, 
choked with stories of domestic wrongs, i1nt- 
delities, stratagems, murders, until it isa 
wonder that there is no common sense Or 
decency left #m the subject of the marriage 
relation. 

Now for the correction of all these abuses 
it is serieusiy proposed that divorce be made 
more easy. Before I yield to that cry | want 
to know how easy itisnow. I have looked 
over the lawofail the states and, though 
easier in some states than In others, it is easy 
everywhere. In ordertbatit may be per- 
fectiy easy in lilinois, after mentioning 4 
long list of causes ger which divorce msy be 
granted, that state in her law says {hat the 
court may decree a divorce on other grounds 
if satisfied of the expediency of so doing, 
You worder that in Cook couaety of that 
state in 188@ there were 830 divorce suits be- 
gun. Toshow how easy itis l have to tell 
you that in Massachusetts 600 divorces were 
granied in ope year. in Maine 475, in Con- 
necticut 461. In theone city of Sau Francisce 
they bad 338 diverces in 1880, in New WBag- 
Jand in one year 2°113, but in twenty years 
in New Rngland 20,000° At the rate of which 
causes for divorce are multiplied and the 
mum ber of cases increases, we are not far off 
from thetime wnen tbe courts will set apart 
whole days for applications and all that will 
be necessary to prove against the man will be 
that he lefi his evening newspaper on the 
Hoor, and against a woman that an overcoat 
was found bu'tonless. Withia a few years 
divorces heve doubledin France, England 
andthe United Stares.

Remember that good looks are a g:ft from 
God, but that a few wrinkles may sp il them 
or an eruptive disease deface them.

Absalom’s hair was not more splen- 
did than his behavior was despicable, ear 
it! Hearit! The foundation of happy mar 
riages has been and always wild be good char. 
acter. A*k fathers’ and mothers’ counsel in 
this, the most important step of your life. 
They are more interested in your welfare 
than any being on earth, have aiready made 
more sacrifices for you, and wil! do.more for 
your happiness. Above all,ask God. [once 
was disposed to smile at John Brown, of 
Haddington, becsuse when about to joffer 
hand and heart to her who became his life- 
time companion, he said in the opening of 
the conversation, ‘‘Le®us pray!’

THE CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS’ HOME, 

The movement to build and endow homes 
for the disabled confederate soldiers has 
struck a responsive chord in the hearts of the 
people of both sections and both parties. 
Men who were prominent leaders of the 
union armies—men who give force and di- 
rection to republican opinion at. th2 north, 
have joined those who wore the gray and 
manifest a patriotic and eager interest in the 
matter. Weusethe word ‘‘patriotic’’ in its 
highest and most enobling sense. They re- 
cognize the fact that the unfortunate men

Itis now proposed to build a home for dis- 
abled confederate soldiers at Richmond and 
Atlanta, and this plan will meet the hearty 
approval of those most interested. The vet- 
erans for whose benefit the homes are to be 
built are scattered all over the south, and a 
home at Richmond, however comfortable, 
would be inaccessible, so to speak, to a large 
Dumber, who are too old to contemplate 
placing any considerable distance between 
themselves and their present associations. 

A home in Richmond and another in At- 
lanta would make what promises to be a most 
notable American cherity accessible to every 
section of the south. There is another view 
which suggests itself. Richmond, during the 
war, was the center of interest se far as the 
Virginia army was concerned, while Atlanta 
became the center of interest so far as the 
army of Tennessee was concerned These 
two cities were the keys to the situation. 
When they fell the backbone of the confed- 
eracy was broken. This was due to their 
situation, and this fact has been taken into 
consideration by the central committee. 

Atlanta duly appreciates herselection as one 
of the sites for ithe home, and she will show 
this appreciation at the proper time bv join- 
ing with those who subscribe to the fund, 
Apart from the selection of Atlanta, however, 
the movementis one which appeals to the 
charitablesentiments of every citizen, and 
whatever method is adopted for furthering 
the cause here will meet with the approval 
and substantial co-operation of Atlanta.

A Cerree liom of @ *tatemex«t That a Large Amount 
of Is in Laveeure!y Kept, 

Tbe last issue of the Cartersville Free Press 
coutains an editorial on the appcolatment of 
the Merchants’ bank as a state Gepusitory, in 
which twoor three startling statements are 
made. The Free Press savs the Merchanis’ 
bank holds, according to its iuformation, valf 
‘a million dollars of the state’s money, for 
which there is inadequa'e security; that the 
charter of the bank 1s identical with that of 
the defunct Citizens’ bank, the stockholders 
being liable only to the extent of their un- 

aid stock, and that as all the stock of the 

erchants’ bank is puid up the state has 
security only tothe extent of the stock. The 
Free Press says: 

“If tbe Merchants’ bank should suspend or 
fail + . . * it would be a joss 
of $300,000 of the peop!e’s money.”’ 

In order to get history down straight a Con- 
STITUTION man called on Ssate Treasurer Speer 
and asked for the facts. Mr. Speer said: 

“My friend Willingham has been mis 
informed and I am glad to be able to set him 
right. Oa the first. day of this month the en- 
tire amountin the treasury, embracing all 
the state depositories and the Fourth nation- 
al bank of New York was just $511,178.77, Of 
that amount about $300,0N0 cousists In cancel- 
ed coupons of interest on the pabilic debt, 
principally paid in the months of January 
and February of this year. Tais leaves a cash 
balance of only $200,000, which is distributed 
among the depositories and kept in the treas- 
ury. The canceled coupons wll represent 
cash until they are counted by the governor 
and his warrant issued for them. All the 
depositories are in gilt edge condition and 
the state has ample bonds.” 

‘What abeui the Merchants’ bank?” 

“The Merchants’ bank is one of the best 
banks we have and has given a bond 
for $50,000, which is signed by men 
worth p@rhaps one-half million, among them 
Mr. J. H. Porter, Mr. James R Wylie, Major 
Ben Crane aad others. 1 could name one man 
on the bond who I should judge is worth four 
hundred thousand.” 

“The Free Press says the bank has halfa 
million of the state’s money on depesit.” 

“The truth is the bank has just $15 952.03 
or about one-fourth the amount of ithe bond. 
That -money is sul:ject to the sight drafi of 
the treasurer and can be taken outat any 
moment.” 

‘ The fact is,” said Mr. Speer, ‘‘the weather 
will be quite inciement when [ allow any- 
thing like a big part of the people’s money 
to get into one bank. At present the amount 
an the treasury is low, the surp!us being smail 
for various reasons) Only $40,000 tax was 
levied to pay the expenses of the legislature ; 
in adjourned session was held which cest 
$60 000 a ditional. Then I have had to pay 
neariy $70,000 on the maimed soldier account.

The defendants in the case were G, T. Delke 
and J. P. Spurling, two cattle dealers who 
reside in Jamestown, and who purchase beef 
cattle wherever they can buy them at a 
bargain. They were charged with selling 
unsound beef, in violation of section $33 of 
the city code, but when the case was called 
they entered a plea of not guilty. 

Late Sunday night Chief Connolly received 
a visit from a gentieman, who said that he 
had astory totell. The chief gave his visitor 
a patient audience, and at the conclusion of 
the conference set the wheels of justice to 
grinding. The rentleman said that he 
resided in thé first ward and that he purchas- 
ed his meat near his home. On that after- 
noon he saw Delke amd Spurling unloading a 
beef at: Tidwell’s beef market, 285 Peters 
street, and soon after 

HE ASCERTAINED THAT THE MEAT WAS UN@OUND. 

He then began acareful investigation and 
learned that Delkeand Spuriing had pur- 
chased the cow in Fayette county last 
Toursday, and started to Atlanta with her. 
Toe animal was very fat and when the 
store with her 
Saturday evening she gave out. -Finding 
it impossible to drive the cow further that 
day, Delke and Spuriing bargained with a 
negro man named Bob Scott to leave the cow 
With nim, The cow was turned into Scott’s 
yard, and immediately after finding herself 
there laid down. The next morning Delke 
and Spurling went back after the cow, but 
before they had traveled a half mile the cow 
azain laid down. The butchers found it im- 
pussible to get her cn her feet again and 
at once killed her, They then 
removed her from the road 
into the woods where they dressed her. Then 
the beef was put into a Wagon, brought to 
the city and jJeft at Tidwell’s market. The 
gentieman dec’ared that the cow wassick and 
that it was the intention of Delke and Spur- 
ling to sell :he meat 

After hearing the recital] Chief Connolly 
instructed Captain Aldridge to look into the 
matter. At the same time he directed 
Sanitary Inspector King to repair to 
meat market and prevent the 
saleofthe meat. Captain Aldridge soon 
asceriained that Bob Scott, Mr. John 8. Wise, 
Henry North anda Mr. Dill were cognizant 
Of ail the facts) Hethen notified Deike and 
Spurling that acase had been made against 
them, and subpanaed the witnesses. During 
the trial Scott swore that the cow laid down 
in his yard immediately after she was leit 
there Saturday evening, and that 

SHE DiD NOT GET UP aGarN 

until the owners came after her Sunday. 
He declared that the cow had 
every anpearance of being sick 
and asserted that Delke and Spurling said 
tbey would be compelled to kill her or lose 
money. Mr, Joho 8. Wise said tha: he had 
appear- 
ance of being sick. He said she was quite 
lame and very much drawn up. Mr. Jill 
a'so asserted that in his opihion the cow was 
SICK 

The defense admitted that they had killed 
the cow as described, but denied that she was 
sick. They said that they had driven her a 
good distance and that she was lame, and 
that her lam@aess prevented her from 
reaching the city. They introduced several 
buichers of long standing who testified that 
the meat was good and sound. Sanitary 
Inspecter King had prevented the sale of a 
singie ounce of the beef and in consideration 
of this fact, and the honesty of the defend- 
ants statementsthe case was dismissed. Mr. 
hing says the meat was very red and that a 
peculiar odor emanated from it. The butch- 
ers admitted that the meat was red. but 
estab.isbed the fuct that that was due to the 
fact that the cow was butchered on the 
ground. The peculiar smell, it was said, was 
caused by the cow being overheated at the 
time she was killed. Mr. Tidwell established 
the fact that the cow had not been left in his 
shop for sale. 

Chief Connolly since ascertaining the de- 
tails of this case has instructed the sanitary 
inspectors to visit frequently tbe beet 
markets.

The evidence in the case 
was to the effect that the two men got inio

with which \e maul him. Speer 
sought to avoid the fight,  evi- 
denily fearing that Matthews 
wouid give bimasound thrashing.

Itgave new lifato his devotion and 
affection for his party; and increased vigor to 
his determination to stand with his people 
in the struggle for civil rights 
and liberty in Virginia. He urged harmony 
and unity in the proceedingsin treating with 
the great purposes before them. Colone! 
William Lamb, of Norfolk, was made tempo- 
rary chairman. Resolutions were adopted 
authorizing the chairman to appoint the 
usual committees, anda committee was ap- 
pointed te invite Governér Cameron to 
address the convention The chairman 
announced that he would take time to 
consider the personnel of the committees and 
a recess was taken to § o'clock. 

THE ORGANIZATION PERFECTED. 

The convention reassembled at 8:40 in the 
evening. The committee on credentials re- 
ported ail the counties in the state repre- 
sented except four. The committee on per- 
manent organization reported as permanent 
ofiicers Colonel Wm. Lamb, of Norfolk. 
president. A motion that all the delegates 
to Chicago be instructed to cast their votes 
in the natiowal convention for Arthur, was 
received with almost unanimous disapproval, 
and no further notice was taken of the mo- 
tion.
